One hundred and seven years 
ago Russia, dominant in the war 
tensions of the day, was at war 
with Britain, France and Turkey. 
Today, Russia's determination in 
Germany and other parts of the 
world to bring nations within the 
Communist grasp causes fear and 
concern. (A century ago the army 
of the United States was chiefly 
occupied with war parties of the 
Sioux Indians, safe from the world 
behind our vast and splendid 
oceans. ) 


Balaklava was a fishing village 
of no importance until destiny 
chose it for a great military dis- 
aster. It still is not a familiar 
name. But the Light Brigade is, 
and for generations every school 
child in Britain and America has 
kown that ‘‘someone had blun- 
dered.”’ 


Shrill V oices 

’ Thousands of shrill and -adoles- 
cent voices have declaimed Ten- 
nyson’s poem before countless 
high school literary societies: 


“Half a league, half a league, 
Half a league onward, 

All in the valley of death 
Rode the six hundred... 
No man was there dismayed, 
Not though the soldier knew 
Someone had blundered. . . .” 


. To this day no one knows for 
sure “why” someone blundered. 
Cecil Woodham-Smith, author of 
“The Reason Why,”’ wrote a bril- 
liant, fascinating book on the 
battle. He concluded: ‘‘Who blun- 
dered and why remains one of 
the mysteries of history.” 


The British cavalry was the 
elite corps of the empire’s armed 
forces. It had not been able to 
get into action, the nature of the 
siege preventing. It was restive, 
eager. 


Some days before, a strong, ad- 
ditional Russian army had been 
reported moving toward the Brit- 
ish rear. The warning was ig- 
nored. But on Oct. 24, this force, 
composed of cavalry, artillery 
and numerous battalions of in- 
fantry, had driven the Turks 
from the advance positions guard- 
ing the vital supply fort. 


Poor Organization 


The British staff, for a long 
time at odds with one another, 
dominated and torn by jealous 
incompetents, was poorly organ- 
ized for the test. By nightfall on 
Oct. 24 all were worried. By 
morning of Oct. 25 all were deep- 
ly concerned lest the port be lost 
and the entire British army cut 
off and starved out. 


In the valley, on that fateful 
morning 107 years ago, they be- 
held the massed Russian infantry 
marching forward, with enormous 
units of cavalry riding ahead of 
them. They began to overrun 
other Turkish positions and to 
slaughter the troops. The British 
could hear the screams of the 
defenders being put to the sword 
by the Russian cavalrymen. A 
thin line of Scottish Highlanders 
managed temporarily to stop the 
advance by murderous rifle fire. 
The British Heavy Brigade of 
cavalry became involved and also 
checked the Russians, though at 
ghastly cost. 


Then came an order to the

Chou was believed to have re- 
turned ‘o Peiping to consult with 
Mao Tse-tung, chairman of the 
Chinese Communist Party, and 
President Liu Shao-chi on the pub- 
lic ideological dispute with Khru- 
shchev over Albania, a close ally 
of Red China. 


Chou may then return to Mos- 
cow for the scheduled foreign 
policy and ideological discussions 
of the Communist bloc leaders 
that was to be held in private at 
the end of this month or in early 
November. 


I fthe Chinese Communist lead- 
er does not fly back to the Soviet 
capital, his abrupt departure from 
the Congress would be interpreted 
here as a protest demonstration 
and confirmation of the widening 
of the breach between Peiping 
and Moscow. 


APPEAL IGNORED 


Khrushchev, accompanied by 
other top Soviet leaders, drove to 
Vnukovo airport to bid farewell 
to the Chinese Communist Pre- 
mier, who was the senior foreign 
delegate to the Congress. 


Khrushchev’s presence at the 
airfield might have been both a 
protocol gesture and an effort to 
head off speculation of a serious 
rupture.

MOSCOW—Marshal Rodion Y. 
Malinovsky told the Communist 
Party Congress Monday that the 


Soviet Union has solved the prob- 
lem of anti-missile defense. 


Although the Soviet defense 
minister did not specify what type 
of weapon had been developed, 
it was assumed here that he was 
speaking of an anti-missile mis- 
sile. 


A summary of his speech was 
made public Monday night by 
Tass, the Soviet press agency. 
Tass said Malinovsky also an- 
nounced that “strategic rocket- 
nuclear troops” had been or- 
ganized as a separate branch of 
the Soviet armed forces. 


GLOBAL REACH CLAIMED 


Observers in the Congress hall 
quoted the marshal as having 
said that the new service had 
“1,800 military formations’ ca- 
pable of launching missiles 
equipped with nuclear warheads 
to any part of the globe. 


The defense minister, according 
to the observers, made no refer- 
ence to the superhydrogen bomb 
exploded by the Soviet. Union 
Monday in the arctic. Neither 
this explosion nor any previous 
individual blast in the current 
series has been announced by 
Soviet news media since the tests 
began Sept. 1. 


WAVE OF PROTESTS 


Malinovsky was reported to 
have said, however, that the So- 
viet Union had succeeded in 
“controlling’’ a 50-megaton bomb.

Nobel Prize 
Awarded to 
U.N. Chief

OSLO, Norway ‘AP) — Nobel 
prizes were awarded Monday to 
Dag Hammarskjold and Albert 
John Luthuli, a Negro leader in 
South Africa—two advocates of 
nonviolence in a vidlent..world. 


The 1961 peace award went to 
the late U.N. secretary-general. 
The 1960 peace prize was belated- 
ly awarded to Luthuli for working 
to ease the effects of racial dis- 
crimination in South Africa. 


Luthuli is a Zulu Christian lead- 
er who will be unable to receive 
the prize personally. The Nor- 
wegian committee which makes 
the peace awards noted that he 
is forbidden by South Africa’s 
supremacy government to leave 
his village. 


The U.N. _ secretary-general, 
who died Sept. 18 on a peace 
mission to the Congo, was the first 
to receive the award posthumous- 
ly. The prize, worth 250,232 kron- 
er—$48,640—will go to Hammar- 
skjold’s estate. 


Luthuli was awarded $43,744 
for working for peace in direct 
defiance of his government. The 
peace prize is normally awarded 
during a ceremony at Oslo Uni- 
versity Dec. 10. But with no 
prospect for Luthuli’s release, 
there was no word on what kind 
of ceremony would be planned. 


No specific effort of Hammar- 
skjold was mentioned by the com- 
mittee, but it may well have been 
the work for peace in the Congo 
that finally cost him his life. Ob- 
servers noted the committee broke 
with a past tendency to avoid con-

(Atlanta 
time), almost exactly 12 hours 
after the “‘superbomb” was be- 
lieved to have lighted the Arctic 
skies with its huge incandescent 
fireball. 


The announcement followed the 
anxious day of speculation around 
the world that the Soviet Union 
may have gone ahead with its 
vaunted plan to detonate a 50- 
megaton explosion. 


The speculation began early in 
the day when the Uppsala Univer- 
sity Seismological Institution in 
Sweden reported picking up seis- 
mic and acoustic shock waves 
from what seemed to be a 50- 
megaton explosion in the Novaya 
Zemlya area. This was followed 
by similar reports from the 
French Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the Japanese Meteoro- 
logical Agency.

The United States has acted with re- 
straint, perhaps too much restraint, in 
face of the Soviet Union’s efforts to ter- 
rorize the world with threats of nuclear 
destruction. Soviet Defense Minister Ma- 
linovsky continued the campaign yester- 
day, following explosion of the bomb 
which may have been the 50-megaton 
type, when he told the Soviet Party Con- 
gress that Russia had the power to make 
deserts out of entire nations. 

Malinovsky knows that the United 
States is not planning a surprise attack on 
the Soviet Union, the excuse he used to 
rationalize resumption of nuclear tests. 
He obviously was trying to offset remind- 
ers by Roswell L. Gilpatric, deputy sec- 
retary of defense, confirmed by Secre- 
tary of State Rusk, that the United States 
has enough bombers, submarines, carriers 
and missiles to inflict as much damage 
upon the Soviet Union in reprisal as it 
might do in a surprise attack upon us.

Cheer Breaks 
Through Gloom 


WASHINGTON—A fellow practically writes 
himself out of the sages’ union these days by 
taking anything other than a line of owlish 


skepticism and unrelieved gloom. All the same, a realistic look plainly 
shows that some cheerfulness insists upon breaking through in the 
international skies, still heavy and lowering though they are. These 


are among the facts: 

1. The position in the United 
Nations of the United States and 
the West in general is not only 
far stronger than might have been 
hoped only weeks ago. It is also 
improving. It is now possible to 
predict that the Russians will 
not be able to destroy the integ- 
rity of the executive officer of 
the U.N., its secretary-general- 
ship. 

The new African and Asian neu- 
tralist countries are moving away 
from the Russians. Certainly they 
are Moving away on the question 
whether the Russians are to be al- 
lowed to set up some phony multi- 
headed secretary - generalship 
which would really mean no ef- 
fective office at all. And it even 
looks that perhaps they are mov- 
ing away from the Russians on the 
whole broader issue of the Cold 
War itself. 

United Nations informants of 
high position and reliability say 
that Khrushchev’s brutal action 
in resuming nuclear testing on a 
vast scale has at last had some 
genuine effect on the neutrals. 
They now even believe it possible 
that the Russians have so badly 
overplayed their hand on the sec- 
retary-generalship question as to 
lose neutralist votes on other 
issues. 


President Kennedy's tough, sud- 
den action in restating strongly 
that we do not propose to let the 
Russians muscle the Red Chi- 
nese into the United Nations re- 
flects this new situation. There 
was a time when we doubted we 
could keep the Red Chinese out. 
The best sources now are more 
confident. 

2. Notwithstanding the persist- 
ent reports and speculations to 
the contrary, the Western alliance 
is in fact demonstrably drawing 
closer together, rather than far- 
ther apart, against the Russians 
over Berlin. 

3. Finally, Khrushchev himself 
is in obvious trouble within his 
own Communist empire. The pub- 
lic rebuke just given to him by 
his most powerful accomplice, 
Premier Chou En-lai of Red 
China, is immensely significant. 
It means Khrushchev is not abso- 
lute master in his own house.

Some of the radioactive debris, 
carried by the prevailing westerly 
winds around the earth, will fall 
out on the north hemisphere in the 
coming weeks.

That’s Why Doctors 
Have Waiting Rooms 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 
Here's a letter that might help a lot of people—both doctors 


and patients: 


Dear Dr. Molner: I follow your column every day and 
enjoy it muchly. I’m not very strong for doctors as such, be- 


cause I refuse to spend the 
afternoon sitting in their offices 
when I have a definite ap- 
pointment. I wish you would 
write about that, along with 
your opinion on a funny 
trouble which I have each 
year in July and August. It’s 
not hay fever, and if it’s an 
allergy, why just those two 
months? 


It’s a breaking out, mostly 
around my ankles, which burn 
and itch. I eat just the same 
and wear the same clothes the 
year round,—B, J. 


Here we have a case of irri- 
tants — at the ankles and at the 
other end. At which end shall we 
start? Oh, at the upper end, |! 
guess — the stewing about wait- 
ing to see the doctor. 


Sometimes patients do have to 
wait. That’s why we have ‘‘wait- 
ing rooms,”’ preferably with mag- 
azines containing only articles 
that can be read in five minutes 
or less, so that people don't get 
half way through one, only to 
be called in to the doctor and 
never to finish it. Remind me to 
suggest that somebody publish a 
magazine designed entirely for 
waiting rooms. 


The fact is that I don’t know of 
any way of making appointments 
jibe exactly with the clock. You 
can’t tell when a “simple case 
will require some more questions, 
thought and testing. 


There's no way of knowing when 
a day’s schedule will be thrown 
off balance by a patient who in- 
sists on talking too long about 
nothing ~— or, more important, 


when one or two or five unexpect- 
ed but real emergencies will arise. 
And obviously you can't object 
to, and much less refuse, a real 
emergency. 


I certainly do not deny that pa- 
tients with 2:30 appointments 
sometimes have to wait until 2:45 
or 3. I’ve known, in fact, of 
office schedules to be thrown off 
by nearly three hours — which 
is tough on everybody, the pa- 
tient who is understandably angry, 
the doctor who is tired to death, 
and his receptionist, nurse or tech- 
nician who has a date that night 
and wants to get home and dress. 


On an occasional really bad 
day, receptionists sometimes tell 
people, “emergencies have 
come up. “Can you shop for an 
hour and come back? Or would 
you rather come another day?” 
That's the best that can be done. 

If a patient insists on not wait- 
ing at all, the only thing I can 
suggest is to ask for the first ap- 
pointment of the day — which 
may mean taking a date several 
weeks off. No doctor ever makes 
people wait on purpose. 

As to the other end of the itch, 
the ankles in July and August, 
it certainly sounds like an allergy. 
Hay fever is only one allergy 
among many. There are grass 
fever, rose fever, allergies to 
other flowers and plants and 
trees. 

What do you do in those 
months? Visit in the country? 
And walk through fields or woods? 
Work in the garden? Spend a 
lot of time at a beach? What's 
different? Look there for the 
answer.

MEET THE PROBLEM 


All of us have times when we 
don’t feel like working. Doubtless 
your child has at one time or an- 
other’ protested that he was not 
‘tin the mood” for writing or did 
not ‘feel like’’ studying. When 
you are sure he is not physically 
ill, you do him a great disservice 
if you let him give in to his 
moods. Sometimes his so-called 
mood is only reluctance to attack 
what he regards as a difficult 
task, In any case, meeting the 
problem head-on — actually work- 
ing at it—will probably help him 
vanquish the mood, 


As your child's reading skill, 
ability to learn and vocabulary 
improve, his increased abilities 
will be reflected in higher school 
grades and a more confident at- 
titude teward his schoolwork. This 
should be a signal for you to have 
him retested.

TESTING AGENCIES 


There are many accredited pri- | 
vate agencies that give a series of | 
intelligence tests for a fee. In-| 
quire of the psychology or guid- 
ance department of local col- 
leges; these departments often 
administer IQ tests, and their 
rates are moderate. If your child's 
tests show an increase in IQ, 
make an appointment with the 
principal or guidance counselor of 
your school to discuss changing 
the child’s grouping. 


When the question of changing 
a child’s classification was placed 
before various guidance counsel- 
ors, some privately admitted that 
the only method of grouping used 
in their systems was IQ scores, 
and that “if a parent shows us a 
higher score and if he argues 
with us, we'll switch the child to 
a higher classification.” 


Other counselors maintained 
that IQ scores were considered 
together with grades, age and 
general background in grouping 
students, and that in a situation 
where the parent displayed so 
much interest in the welfare of 
his child, they would retest and

COMPROMISED FOR COLLEGE 
As early as 1832 he had urged 
a Methodist college for Georgia. 
There was little sympathy for the 
project, and he made a temporary 
compromise by furthering a sec- 
ondary school, under Methodist 
control, in which students sup- 
ported themselves by laboring on 
a farm. 


Dr. Few was president of the 
Georgia Conference Manual Labor 
School, which opened in Coving- 
ton in March, 1835, with an en- 
rolilment of 30 students. 


Little Emory College, the pred- 
ecessor of Atlanta’s Emory Uni- 
versity, grew from the 
“labor school.’’ Stubborn Dr. Few 
cajoled trustees, wheedled promi- 
nent Georgians into pledging 
$100,000 in subscriptions—some of 
which remained unpaid. 


The new township of Oxford 
was established near Covington, 
and Dr. Few moved in as first 
citizen. Emory—named for the 
late Bishop John Emory of 
Maryland—began its first ses- 
sion in 1838, with the ailing Few 
at the helm. 


CHRISTIAN CURRICULUM 


Its curriculum was classic; it 
was, Dr. Martin states, “‘devoted 
to unvarnished Christianity, de 
cent manners and pure learn- 
ing.” 


. Few himself, expressing 
the ege’s aims just after its 
first 10-week session, hoped stu- 
dents ‘‘will learn that the most 
recondite science, and the most 
perfect polish of which the hu- 
man mind is susceptible, are com- 
patible with the humility and im- 
plicit faith of the disciples of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 


The president’s financial prob- 
lems were grave from the begin- 
ning, and his health worsened. 
But he clung to his hard task un- 
til the summer of 1839, when 
Augustus Baldwin Longstreet be- 
came Emory’s second president. 


Longstreet and a subsequent 
president, George Foster Pierce, 
continued Dr. Few’s battle for 
the simple survival of the school. 
The battle eventually was won, 
to the credit of many persons— 
but perhaps Ignatius Few de- 
serves the palm. 

Emory’s first president died in 
Athens, Ga., in 1845 “in perfect 
tranquility, sitting in a large 
armchair.”” His remains lie in

If, after all the worried words written, the brow-furrowed tele- 
vision discussions, the anxious curbside judgments, you still do not 
understand the Berlin impasse, you are in very good company. 
Most of us have only the foggiest notion of its im- 
plications. We are only agreed that it is a powder 
keg wide open for the casual match that may de- 
stroy mankind. 


With this premise, four organizations in Atlan- © 
ta will unite Saturday, Oct. 28, to discuss the his- |; 
torical background, economic problems and the 
political and diplomatic decisions in Berlin during 
an all-day World Citizens Workshop at the Atlanta 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 


With the YWCA, three other organizations will 
sponsor the meeting, including the Atlanta Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, Robert Somerville, 
president; United Church Women, Mrs. Philip Nar- _— 
more, president, and the American Association of United Nations 
Inc., headed by Hollis Cobb. Mrs. Virlyn B. Moore is president 
of the YWCA, and Mrs. Herbert Elsas, chairman of that organiza- 
tion’s World Fellowship Committee, is general chairman of the 
workshop. The program has been arranged by Grady Randolph. 


His Excellency Mr. Zenon Rossides, ambassador extraordi- 
nary and plenipotentiary, permanent mission of Cyprus to the 
United Nations, and James Ludlow, United Nations Advisor to 
the assistant secretary of state, will be principal speakers at a 
morning and afternoon session. Mr. Rossides will discuss the po- 
litical and diplomatic problems as the United Nations deals with 
Berlin, and Mr. Ludlow will have set the scene in the morning 
with a review of the historical background in the divided city.

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She Gives Help 


To City’s Needy

Nurse Chastine Howell gives dozens of bed 


baths and shots a day. She checks diets, changes 


surgical dressings and dispenses medications. 


But psychological ‘‘treat- 
ments” are almost as important 
as physiological ones in her 
day's work, the tall, efficient 
nurse believes. 


As one of the 20-nurse staff 
of the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion of Greater Atlanta, Mrs. 
duties go far beyond 
straight nursing care as she 
goes into sick homes over the 
city. 


She dispenses almost as much 
family counseling and health 
education as she does actual 
nursing care. 


About 75 per cent of her pa- 
tients are elderly persons. 

“They often need church 
neighbors to visit or neighbors 
to rotate fixing meals,’ Mrs. 
Howell explains. 


DUTIES NECESSARY 


She frequently has to scout 
around the neighborhood to bor- 
row crutches, a wheel chair or 
walker. 


These small personal duties 
are as necessary as her medical 
ones. 


Mrs. Howell travels some 
1,000 miles a month over the 
Decatur, DeKalb-Avondale area 
into 50-60 homes, taking com- 
fort and sympathy along with 
her medical supplies. 


Armed with over 20 years 
nursing experience—as a civil- 
ian and as Army nurse in World 
War IIJ—Mrs. Howell finds this 
form of community nursing par- 
ticularly satisfying. 


NEED UNFILLED 


Until the nursing association 
was formed 13 years ago, there 
was no one to fill this particular 
need, she says. 


The one requirement for the 
association’s help is that the pa- 
tient be under a doctor's care. 
Most cases are referred to the 
association by a doctor, clinic or 
health agency. 


Caring for young expectant 
mothers usually with compli- 
cated pregnancies is an impor- 
tant part of her work as well. 
“Many are having their first 
childre..,"” Mrs. Howell explains. 


GO INTO HOME 


She starts her visits before 
the baby’s arrival, caring for 
the mother and following 
through with child care after the 
birth. 

In many cases, the visiting 
nurse must go into a home and 
take over family planning. This 
is particularly true of elderly 
couples who need both medical 
care and outside help to keep 
their household running. 


Elderly patients — paralytics 
and cancer and cardiac cases— 
make up a big portion of the 
visiting nurse’s case load. 


MORAL SUPPORT 


And in many cancer cases, 
Mrs. Howell finds herself giving 
as much family counseling and 
moral support as she does nurs- 
ing care. 


Patients pay if they can afford 
to on a sliding scale fee but 


most: of the financing for the 
Visiting Nurse Association 
comes from the United Fund 
Appeal of the Community Chest. 

Though the staff is not large 
enough to handle the demand, 
they pride themsedves on an- 
swering every call. 

“We don’t get to make as fre- 
quent visits as we'd like,” ex- 
plains Miss Lydia McKee, di- 
rector, and one of the founders.

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Alcoholism and Marriage 


Responsibilities Often Cause Drinking 


By BETTY REEF 


NEW YORK (WNS) — The 
husband who cannot cope with 
responsibility is a likely can- 
didate for alcoholism. He is 
contented in the connubial state 
— and a fairly good husband 
until babies begin to arrive. 


News of his wife’s pregnan- 
cies puts him into low spirits, 
which he tries to dissipate in 
alcohol. Or a roaring drunk will 
produce anger, threats, even 
physical abuse. 


One such binge led a young 
husband whose normal behavior 
was temperate to stab his preg- 
nant wife in the abdomen with 


Second in Series. 
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verbal abuse. Ashamed to re- 
veal the conditions of her home 
life, the young woman kept the 
wound secret, even from her 
doctor, until it healed. 


The day she gave birth to her 
baby, he disappeared on a 
bender which lasted during her 
week in the hospital. He never 
visited her or the baby there. 


This pattern in all its varia- 
tions is repeated again and 
again in the degrading case his- 
tories recounted by wives of al- 
coholics. More than 250 were 
gathered in a recent series of 
interviews by the Family Re- 
search Project of the National 
Council on Alcoholism. 


Typical is the case of Sally 
and Ben, considered classic by 
social workers. Ben is a man 
who feels inadequate. He mani- 
fests it in everything he does. 
As his alcoholism increases, he 
is unable to work, hasn’t held a 
regular job for a dozen years 
or more. His wife holds the 
family together by maneuvering 
to live on welfare funds. 


FLARES UP AGAIN 


With the birth of each child 
—the family has six, ranging 
from 6 to 16 — the husband’s 
drinking flares up. He becomes 
violent and abusive. When his 
children are small, he shows 
some interest in them, losing 
it as they mature. 


Mother and children soon be- 
come a united group, with the 
father excluded from family 
consideration. Sally rears her 
youngsters well ‘‘but refuses,” 
says the social worker’s report, 
“to treat her husband as her 
biggest baby. His alcoholism is 
probably exacerbated by this.” 
Ben desperately longs to be 
mothered. 


Sally’s story is ironic, as she 
tells it. As a young woman she 
took care to seek out a man 
who did not drink heavily. Her 
father had been an alcoholic, 
jealous, carping, and violent, 
who made family life tense and 
embarrassing. Her life goal, 
she said, was a peaceful home 
with a sober husband, in which 
her own children could bring 
their friends without shame or 
fear. 


In spite of her conscious 
wishes, her marriage has al- 
most re-created her parents’ 
menage. 


“Tl met my husband through 
friends and knew him for two 
years before we were married,” 
recounted: Sajly. “I saw him 
every day and never noticed 
any heavy drinking. Maybe 
once a week, he'd take one or 
two, and I'd join him. But the 
only effect it had was that he 


talked less than usual, seemed 
a little moody.” 
Everybody approved the 


match of the rugged longshore- 
man and the little secretary, 
though her education consider- 
ably surpassed his. She was 
attracted, she said, by his kind- 
ness and good nature: “He was 
so good to my father just be- 
fore he died.” ; ; 


It wasn’t until bills started 
pouring in after the birth of 
their second child that she no-

ticed her husband’s excessive 
drinking. She thought worry 
was the cause. 


BEGAN LOSING JOBS 


Soon Ben began to lose jobs, 
to drink more compulsively. It 
continued until the family was 
forced to go.on public assist- 
ance, an event Sally welcomed 
since it gave her control of 
funds which otherwise were dis- 
sipated in liquor stores and bars. 


Ben grew more abusive when 
drinking. Because he was es- 
pecially violent whenever she 
was pregnant, she stopped tell- 
ing him until the last possible 
moment, 


“I don’t show much and can 
hide it until into the ninth 
month,’’ she said. ‘‘When I'd 
finally tell him, he always 
threw a fit. He'd get drunk, 
chase me out of the house, 
throw furniture out of the win- 
dows.”’ 


For religious reasons, neither 
considered divorce. Their physi- 
cal relationship deteriorated 


~ 


steadily, she said, but continued 
until recent years (although not 
satisfying to her) “because my 
sisters said it wasn’t right to 
deprive him.” 


He began all-day drinking in 
the seventh year of the mar- 
riage, with bouts of drunken 
jealousy. He accused Sally of 
infidelity, later projecting this 


to his teen-age daughters when 
he accused them of “carrying 
on’’ with men. 


By the time this couple had 
lived together for 16 years, Ben 
suffered blackouts, delirium tre- 
mens and convulsions. “After 
one of these fits, in which he 
foamed at the mouth, I thought 
he was dead,” declared his wife.

Through the years, Sally 
sought help—from her doctor, 
her priest, a lawyer, an alcohol- 
ism clinic, and the Family Serv- 
ice Agency. None could assist 
her more than temporarily. 


Recently in a drunken rage, 
her husband beat her up so 
badly that she took him to the 
Home Term Court for assault. 
She is no’ thinking seriously of 
breaking up the marriage. 


His drinking, she believes, is 
proof that he doesn’t love her 
or his family. Compulsive drink- 
ers are people afraid to face 
the world, she said. And her 
husband’s alcoholism is a ‘‘cov- 
er-up for weakness; that’s all 
it is,” she said. ‘“‘He’s a weak- 
ling. Anything is an excuse for 
drinking.”

We have long contended that the SEC should meet at least eight 
family members annually, rotating the slates so that all 12 members 
eventually clash The league came close to adopting this legislation 
in 1958, but LSU, Tech, Tennessee and Alabama conducted a suc- 
cessful lobby that doomed the bill in the meeting at Tuscaloosa. 


Since there is no way to herd the athletic directors in the round- 
robin direction, it seems logical to split the league into two divisions. 
It has been suggested that four new members be admitted and field 
two eight-team circuits. At any rate, the SEC positively needs to 
realign, or change its attitude about the round robin. 


There is no intention here of saying that Alabama and Ole 
Miss wouldn’t be running neck and nose this year regardless of 
how the league functioned. But it would make the race far more 
exciting if all contestants ran the same course.

Mill Closing 
At Rossville 


Is Contirmed

ROSSVILLE—E. H. Hines Jr., 
general manager of Peerless Wool- 
en Mills here, confirmed Monday 
that the Rossville plant will be 
closed by Dec. 31 of this year. 


The number of workers to be 
laid off between now and then 
will be approximately 950—most 
of them from the Chattanooga, 
Tenn., labor market area. 


About 200 workers in the Ross- 
ville area will be affected. Dur- 
ing the past few weeks, the mill 
has laid off 800 employes. 


Hines said no new orders are 
being accepted at the Rossville 
plant. The plant manufactures 
both woolen yarn and cloth. Both 
manufacturing operations will be 
discontinued when all unfilled or- 
ders are completed. 


It was announced about two 
months ago by J. M. Love, chair- 
man of the board of Burlington 
Industries Inc., that the Rossville 
plant would be liquidated, if no 
buyers could be found. 


It was later announced that no 
offers ‘“‘had.come within a mil- 
lion dollars of what liquidation is 
expected to bring.” 

The Péerless plant at Tifton has 
been sold to J. P. Stevens, one 
of the country’s leading textile 
manufacturers.
